he was precipitated thro ugh the nar- •

That he did no t meet with death is 
miraculo us ; but the fall was 
bro ken 
by his co ming in co ntact with a num­ 
ber o f electric light wires, which wtre 
tern fro m their fastenings. 
He sank unco nscio us to the flo o r, 
and his face was a mass o f bleeding 
wo unis. 
Tho se who hurried to 
side tho ught him to be in a 
co nditio n 
Ncrin Oo nde. his father, who co n­ 
ducts the Grand ho tel just acro ss the 
street, was apprised cf the accident, 
but co uld no t hurry the side cf his 
mo aning bo y . o n acco unt o f being a 
paraly tic 
cripple. 
When the father 
arriv ed, a bro ther o f the injured bo y 
was bending o v er him implo ring him 
to speak, and seeing this the father 
fell o v er in a faint. 
His mo ther, who remained at the 
restaurant, saw the cro wd co ming n A 
go ing, and was nearlly frantic with 
grief o n hearing so meo ne say the bo y 
wo uld likely die. 
Dr. Smith was summo ned and fo und 
the lad was no t fatally injured. 
He 
sustained a dislo cated ’sho ulder blade 
and a number o f painful gashes and 
wo unds o n the face and bo dy . 


Petersburg. Ind., Dec. 12.—The po st- 
o ffice at Spurgeo n, this co unty , was 
destro y ed by fire fo llo wing clo sely o n 
the ro bbery o f the safe o nly a few 
nights ago . 
It is tho ught that befo re 
the fire was started it was rifled the 
seco nd time and that a large amo unt 
o f po stage stamps, besides co nsidera­ 
ble merchandise belo nging to Ox by & 
Co ., was sto len. 
The building was 
o wned by Po stmaster A. H. Ox by , who 
co nducted a co mpany sto re in co nnec­ 
tio n with his duties as po stmaster. He 
carried $5,000 in go o ds. 
There is no 
salv age, and there is o nly partial in­ 
surance. 
Much v aluable mail matter wras co n­ 
sumed and all po sto ffice reco rds were 
destro y ed. 
Immediately after wreck­ 
ing the safe with dy namite blo o d­ 
ho unds were called into serv ice and 
they trailed the burglars to Buckskin, 
where it is suppo sed they escaped o n 
an Ev ansv ille & Indianapo lis train. 
Many perso ns think that in o rder to 
rev enge themselv es o n the citizens be­ 
cause o f the pursuit the ro bbers re­ 
turned and set the building o n fire. 
J ust befo re the fire was disco v ered 
two bo y s saw two men with a lantern 
in the building.

Leroocratic Convention Will Probably 


Be Held in That City. 
W ashington, Dec. 12.—The situ ation 
with reference to the selection of a 
place for holding the next Democratic 
national conv ention has so simplified 
itself today that practically all candi­ 
dates for the honor hav e b een elim­ 
inated except Chicago, Lou isv ille and 
Denv er. 
Chicago holds fav orite place 
in the estim ation of a great many of 
the committeemen who are now in 
W ashington, b u t the frank statem ent 
of Roger Su lliv an, who represents Illi­ 
nois on the national committee that it 
wTou ld b e difficu lt to raise enou gh mon­ 
ey to pay the expenses of the conv en­ 
tion, has had a dampening effect. 
The Denv er delegation is mixing 
freely with the committeemen and im­ 
pressing u pon ev ery one with whom 
they come in contact the fact of that 
city ’s readiness and willingness to pay 
$100,000 
to 
secu re 
the 
conv ention. 
Lou isv ille is also represented b y a 
strong delegation head d b y Senator 
M cCreary and Representativ e Sherly , 
and indications are fav orab le to that 
city . 
The delegates named no final 
su m, b u t said they w’ere prepared to 
offer the b est conv ention hall in the 
cou ntry and expected to pay all the 
expenses of the conv ention if it shou ld 
go to their city . One ob jection to Lou ­ 
isv ille was on the score of hotel ac­ 
commodations, b u t the delegates pro­ 
tested that they had b een v ery mu ch 
Improv ed in recent y ears and that 
there cou ld b e no dou b t the people of 
that city wou ld b e ab le to entertain 
the conv ention in good sty le. 
The distance of Denv er from the 
center of popu lation was the point of 
ob jection to that city , and this prob a­ 
b ly will ov erb alance the indu cement 
which the b ig su m offered constitu tes. 
The ou tlook today is therefore fav or­ 
ab le to Lou isv ille, if that city giv es 
su fficient assu rance to the committee 
that it can take care of the conv ention 
and will pay all the expenses. 
It is 
almost definitely settled that the con­ 
v ention will b e held after the Repu b li­ 
can conv ention, b eginning the 23d or 
30th of Ju ne.

“An ev er increasing nu in!>er of u n­ 
desirab le men are drifting into farm 
lab or, and it is far easier for a b oy to 
go wrong in the cou ntry than in the 
city . It is a b ad place today to b ring 
u p a b oy . 
The farm ers hav e b een 
prosperou s In recent y ears. 
“The fan n er has the latest m aga­ 
zines, and his hou se is b etter heated 
and lighted than ev er b efore, b u t the 
improv ement in his condition does not 
reach down to the children, and the 
expu lsiv e forces of cou ntry life are de­ 
popu lating the farm ing districts. 
“We m u st introdu ce some force into 
cou ntry life which will make it more 
attraey v e and tend to hold the y ou nger 
generation in the cou ntry . The Y. M. 
C. A. is su ch a force. The chu rch is 
dead, b u t u nb u ried. 
There seems no 
hope for the cou ntry chu rch today 
u nless some b ody like the Y. M. C. A. 
can come in and v iv ify it,” 
F. W. Pearsall of the Y. M. C. A. 
state committee, tou ching 011 the same 
su b ject, said: “Name me any v ice of 
the city and I will match it in the 
cou ntry . The forces for ev il are strong 
in the cou ntry , and the forces for good 
are largely impotent. 
The Y. M. C. A.

A T A L E OF F R A U D 


Committee on Indian Affairs Has Bad 
Story to Tell. 
W ashington. Dec. 12.—The su b com­ 
m ittee of the senate committee on In­ 
dian affairs, consisting of Senators 
Teller, Cu rtis and Lafollette, which in­ 
v estigated the alleged frau du lent pu r­ 
chases of Kickapoo Indian lands lo­ 
cated in Oklahoma, has practically 
agreed u pon *the report that will b e 
su b m itted to the senate. 
The report 
will disclose a rather startling series 
of more or less alleged shady transac­ 
tions that went on near the Mexican 
b order, where a nu m b er of Kickapoos 
w'ere liv ing when the law was passed 
allowing them to dispose of their lands 
in Oklahoma and where some of them 
were taken b y white men. 
The su b ­ 
comm ittee went to Eagle Pass., Tex., 
In Nov emb er and » examined a large 
nu m b er of Indian and white witnesses. 
The report will show that certain par­ 
ties of men had formed partnerships 
and raised capital with the express 
v iewT of cheating the Indians ou t of 
their lands. 
In this connection the re­ 
port will mention certain nam es and 
charge that there wrtre. throu gh frau d­ 
u lent practices, ob tained a t an expen­ 
ditu re of not ov er $20,000 lands ag- 
greating in v alu e $250,000. 
Some of 
the men named, the report will say , 
were not activ ely at wrork among the 
Indians, b u t they w*ere fou nd to hav e 
fu rnished fu nds for the alleged corru pt 
b a lin gs. 
The comm ittee also fou nd 
ev idence of corru pt Mexican officials 
in that region; 
it also fou nd that 
nam es of Indians had b een forged to a 
large nu m b er of deeds and checks. 
One Tndmn, the report will state, w’as 
arrested on a charge of m u rder and 
released after he had agreed to sell a 
certain strip of his land worth $15,000, 
for $3.000. 
The deed in the transac­ 
tion showed that sev eral pieces of land 
_had b een inclu ded in the description, 
and the Tndian was made to sign it 
withou t knowing its tru e contents. 
The report will show* that a great deal 
of b ru tal treatm ent was accorded the 
Indians b y the 
parties in qu estion. 
Special mention will b e made of the 
incidents at Mu zqu ez, where Indian 
women wrere su b jected to ou trageou s 
treatment and insu lt.

B y R O B E R T U S LO V E. 
EAN BA PTISTE JU L E S BERNA- 
DOTTK, one of Napoleon’s fa­ 
mous marshals, was the grand­ 
father of Oscar 
II., 
king of 
Sweden, who died at Stockholm Dec. 
8, and was the founder of the roy­ 
al line. 
Bernadotte in 1818 became 
king of Sweden and Norway as Charles 
XIV. 
His son succeeded him as Oscar 
I. 
The second Oscar was the third 
son of the first Oscar and consequent­ 
ly was not reared with any expectation 
of reaching the throne. 
He was per­ 
mitted to follow his own bent, which 
inclined to the sea. 
Young Oscar, 
born Jan. 21, 1820, entered the Swed­ 
ish navy at the age of eleven. 
The 
young prince worked hard, 
passing 
through all the grades and winning 
his lieutenancy in the regular army. 
Prince Oscar entered the University of 
Upsala at the age of twenty, where he 
distinguished himself in mathematics. 1 


feet two and a half Inches. 
Slim, 
erect, dignified, he was “every inch a 
king.’ 


Remarkable Linguist. 
President Roosevelt once called King 
Oscar the ablest of European rulers. 
From his early youth Oscar always 
evinced a deep interest in literature 
and a r t He became an accomplished 
musician and composer, a dramatist, a 
poet, a historian, a painter and a re­ 
markable linguist, writing eight lan­ 
guages and speaking five. King Oscar 
has been called the most eloquent ora­ 
tor in his country, where oratory Is 
still held in very high esteem. Most of! 
his literary work was done before he ! 
became king. 
The modesty of King Oscar has been 
a favorite item of praise by his ad­ 
mirers for many years.

As the tall man was King Oscar II.. 
it is evident that the monarch pos­ 
sessed a sense of humor along with 
his other qualities. 


Long the King of Two Countries. 
It is said that Oscar’s consuming de­ 
sire from the time he ascended the 
throne was to go down In history as 
“the king of peace.” 
That he lived up 
to this ambition two years ago, when 
he permitted Norway to become a sep­ 
arate kingdom without war, is a mat­ 
ter of recent interest. For thirty-three 
years lie had been king of Sweden and 
Norway, but when the latter country 
desired to be represented abroad by 
its own consuls for its own interests 
the king accepted the situation and 
permitted Norway to depart in peace, 
though many of his counselors urged 
belligerent measures. 
King Oscar did 
not iKdleve in coercing the common 
people. 
Ills own grandfather was a 
humble country notary in France lie- 
fore he fought with Napoleon. 
When the king’s son and successor, 
Crown Prince Gustave, was married to 
Princess Victoria of Baden in 1881 the 
father revealed not only his eloquent 
tongue, but his paternal heart in wel­ 
coming home the bridal couple. 
It is interesting to note that by this 
marriage the crown prince brought 
hack to Sweden to sit as queen upon 
the throne of her fathers a great- 
granddaughter of the banished King 
Gustave IV., who was * driven from 
the kingdom by Bernadotte. 


Most Popular Woman In Sweden. 
The new king of Sweden, Gustave 
V.t is said to be much less popular 
than was his father. 
According to 
report, he is reticent, sedate, exclu­ 
sive and undemocratic.. 
This tend­ 
ency i3 attributed by some persons 
to his wife, who belongs to an ancient 
line of mouarchs and holds tenaciously 
to the doctrine of the divine right of 
kings and the privileges of her class. 
Nevertheless, no woman in Sw^eden is 
more popular than she. 
Every year 
she provides a Christmas tree for the 
sick poor children in the hospital at 
Stockholm, going personally to the hos­ 
pital to see the children. 
Her many 
kindnesses to the poor and the afflict­ 
ed have caused her to be much beloved 
throughout the country. 
Gustave is forty-nine years old and is 
not without experience as a ruler. For 
several months during his father’s ill 
ness he was regent, ruling both Swe­ 
den and Norway. He showed excellent 
ability. 
Gustave’s popularity has in­ 
creased considerably since his earlier 
days, when he was quite unpopular.

Gustave is called the Nimrod of the 
Swedish family. 
He is an enthusiastic 


After Ills university course he resumed 
Ills career in the navy, making cruises 
to many lands. 
His 
brother, 
Gustave, 
the 
crown 
prince, died, and the second brother, 
Charles, 
became direct heir to the 
throne. Charles being childless. Prince 
Oscar thus became a distinct proba­ 
bility in the line of succession. 
He 
was twenty-eight years of age and un­ 
married. 
After visiting many Euro- 
I>eftii courts the prince met and mar­ 
ried Princess Sophia of Nassau 
in 
1857. 
On the death of Charles XV. in 
1872 Oscar II. ascended the throne. 
Thus the fourth Bernadotte king of 
Sweden and Norway was but two gen­ 
erations removed from the founder of 
the line, and he was born when Jules 
Bernadotte was still on the throne. 
For many years King Oscar pos­ 
sessed the distinction, of which It is 
said he was proud, of being the tallest 
of European raonarehs. 
He stood six 


ferred when on a trip to be known 
merely as a nobleman. 
It is related

dual kingdom a military power, aud U 
was said by certain Swedes at the tlj le 
of the separation of Norway that if 
Gustave were king he “would lick the 
devil out of the Norwegians” rather 
than let them go their way. 
With more years aud more experi­ 
ence, however, the successor to the 
democratic and amiable Oscar appears 
to have learned wisdom and acquired 
conservatism. 
It is generally believed 
throughout Sweden now that Gustaie 
will make an acceptable king. 
Like 
his father, he is tall aud of striking 
appeafinee.
